OF  the  material  soul  of  the  universe.

rlpHIS  admirable  Compofition  is  one  of  the  pureft  and  moil 
JL  fubtil  effences  in  nature.  Jt  is  a  combination,  or  concen¬ 
tration  of  all  her  elementary  powers,  and  vivifying  influences  :  be¬ 
ing  an  efience  extracted  by  air,  magnetifm,  and  the  electrical  or 
celeftial  Are,  from  the  richeft  oriental  aromatics,  &c.  with  the 
balmieft  and  moil  adtive  aether.  A  few  of  the  richeft,  mildeft, 
and  moft  cordial  roots,  barks,  feeds,  flowers,  fruits,  gums  and 
balfams,  which  flow  into  this  great  metropolis  from  the  four  quar¬ 
ters  of  the  globe,  efpecially  thole  from  Alia,  and  the  choice!!  of 
the  Britifti  iimples,  are  under  my  awn  immediate  infpedtion  felected, 
properly  prepared,  and  put  into  m ally  glafs  vefiels,  and  upon  them 
is  poured  a  due  quantity  of  the  fine  ft  setherial  fpirit.  They  are 
then  placed  in  one  of  the  great  metallic  globes  on  the  dome  of  the 
eledlfical  Temples  cf  Health  and  of  Hymen,  in  the  Apollo  and  other 
apartments  of  thofe  great  and  moft  ufefui  Inftitutions,  to  be  adted 
upon  by  the  celeftial  Are,  &c.  and  iaftly,  the  eilence  is  purified  by- 
filtration  upon  a  new  principle,  which  prevents  all  poflibility  of  the 
fineft  and  moft  volatile  parts  evaporating. 

The  globes  are  entirely  lined  with  metal  m  the  in — as  well  as 
on  the  outfide.  They  are  twelve  in  number,  each  containing  full 
thirty-fix  gallons.  The  glafs  vefiels  too,  are  covered  with  metal, 
inclofed  in  curious  magnetic  cafes,  and  their  ftoppers  are  pierced 
With  glafs  tubes  and  thick  metal  rods,  which  end  in  a  multitude  of 
points,  from  which  ft  reams'  of  the  electrical  fire,  &c. — are  conti¬ 
nually  pouring  in  upon  the  aether  and  aromatics,  in  luminous  and 
"moft  glorious  fireams. 

The  immenfe  quantity  of  this  vivifying  refiorative  fire,  &c.  which  is 
accumulated  in  thefe  Temples,  flows  thus  into  the  medicines  through 
the  rods  and  tubes  above-mentioned,  which  with  the  magnetic  efflu¬ 
vium  pafies  even  through  the  outfide  of  the  glafies,  &c.  to  the  fub- 
fiances  contained  ja  them;  for  each  of  the  four  great  globes  be* 
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comes  a  genial,  cool  oven,  glowing  with  the  plenitude  of  thefe  fa¬ 
int  ary,  vital,  and  harmonious  influences.  ,  ( 

By  this  curious  and  mod  wonderful  procefs,  like  every  operation 
which  1  perform  on  my  patients,  with  this,  or  with  any  other 
>part  of  my  adon idling  and  tremendous  apparatus,  (which,  altoge¬ 
ther,  in  both  the  Temples,  occupies  in  fact  twenty  rooms)  I  have  it  in 
absolute  command  and  fubjection  afting  arbitrarily  or  at  pleafure 
on  the  medicines, — on  my  patients — or  on  any  part  of  their  body  or 
limbs  particularly  affedted,  in  any  quantity,  or  with  any  degree  of 
power,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  fubdances,  or  as  the  various 
conditutions,  &c. — of  my  patients  require  :  in  fhort,  the  whole  of 
the  apparatus  employed  in  marking  the  three  Great  Medicines  men¬ 
tioned  in  this  Description,  if  folid  metal,  would  weigh  conflderably 
above  feven  hundred  thoufand  pounds.  After  the  above  account  of  , 
the  compofltion  and  preparation  of  the  eiefhical  aether,  it  would 
be  quite  unneceflary  for  me  to  dwell  on  its  manifold  and  furprizin^ 
virtues.  Philofophers,  phyficians  and  chemids  mud  plainly  fee, 
that  by  the  above  means,  a  rich,  yet  SIMPLE  homogenc ,  and  VI¬ 
VIFYING  QUINTESSENCE  mud  be  prod  need, —an  utter  enemy 
to  difeafes  and  corruption, — and  a  cordial  peace-maker  in  all  drife 
and  difeord  in  the  human  body  1  Thefe  feeds  mud  be  too  obvious 
to  every  perfon  of  even  a  very  common  underdanding,  to  require 
commenting  upon.  I  dial l  jud  fay  that  for  preventing  every  fpe*r 
cies  of  infection,  and  for  curing  all  low,  nervous,  lingering  and 
putrid  difeafes,  nothing  on  earth  can  equal  this  mod  noble  quin- 
teflence  which  I  chufe  to  call.  Amply, — ILteftrkal  JEther  ;  and  as  it 
is  much  eafler  and  wifer  to  prevent  difeafes,  than  to  cure  them, 

I  (hall  point  out,  very  briefly,  its  ufes  in  the  fird  place  as  a  pre¬ 
ventive.  h  ,  ... 

Fird,  then,  all  perfons  who  frequent  public  places,  and  who 
regard  their  health,  ought  never  to  be  without  a  vial  of  the  eleftri- 
cal  tether,  even  in  their  pocket — thole  efpecially  who  are  fubjeEt  to 
catch  colds  and  dangerous  diforders, — or  who  have  weaknefs  and 
opprellions  at  their  bread  and  ftomach,—  or  a  nervous  fydem  irri¬ 
table  and  relaxed. 

It  is  well  known,  by  every  perfon  who  knows  any  thing  at  all  of 
medicine  or  philofophy,  that  the  air  of  any  place  after  it  has  been 
breathed,  and  charged  with  the  phlogifticated  or  mephitic  breath,  ' 
perforation,  &c.  of  even  the  cleaned,  founded  and  healthied  perfons, 
‘—becomes  pot  only  altogether  unfit  for  reipirafion,  but  likewife  abfo- 
utely  and  highly  poifonous.  But  how  much  more  dangerous  and  un- 
wholefome  mud  it  be,  to  draw  into  our  lungs,  perhaps  for  feveral  hours 
together,  the  foul  and  putrid  exhalations  which  reek  from  the  dirty  bo¬ 
dies  add  garments— fecret  fores- -and  corrupted  lungs  crammed  up  in 
places  of  public  amufement  l — I  am  not  at  allfurprized  at  the  fevere 
difeafes  and  fudden  deaths  which  happen  among  both  young  and 
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No;  but  I  am  affonifhed  that  many  more  do  not  happen; 
and  that  fo  many  rational  beings  fhould  fubmit  to  the  diudgery 
and  dinner,  not  to  mention  the  expence,  of  attending  crouded 
— nonfenficai — public  places.  But  as  it  is  in  vain  to  oppofe  the  ty, 
rannic  force  of  fafhion,  or  to  ihake  off  the  mighty  influence  of 
HABIT,  which,  with  abfolute  fway  govern  every  thing  that  hatn 
the  breath  of -life,  I  would  advife  every  prudent  perfon  before  they 
co  into  fuch  places  to  fortify  their  body,  and  harmonize  their  mind, 
with  taking  a  tea  fpoonful  of  the  eledrical  aether,  or  nervous  acthe- 
rial  balfam  cn  fugar,  or  in  any  thing  they  like  beff— and  even  to 
fin  ell  now  and  then  to  the  former  in  fuch  places  when  they  fiu- 
pe&  danger,  or  when  they  find  themfelves  languid  or  opprefled, 
—By  thele  precautions,  many  hundreds  of  the  nobility  and  gentry  in 
Europe,  experience  daily  from  it  the  happieff  effe&s  ;  and  when  they 
return  home  faint,  relaxed  and  exhauffed,  from  over  heated  rooms, 
public  or  private  ;  from  enervating  indulgences  too,  (in Jacrijicing  ta 
Venus  or  Bacchus )  or  from  violent  agitations  of  body  and  ot  mind-- they 
are  preiently  refrefhed,  recruited,  compofed,  and  invigorated  by  imel- 
lincr  to  the  elearical  ether  for  a  few  minutes,  by  taking  a  tea  ipoonliU 
or  two  of  it,  (or  rather,  of  the  nervous  aethenal  balfam)  in  a  glafs  oi 
brandy,— of  wine,— or  of  cold  water  or  even  by  pouring  a  lit¬ 
tle  of  the  elearical  ether  into  a  bafon  or  quart  mug  half  filled 
with  hot  water,  coffee,  green  tea,  orapinfufion  of  aromatic  Bri- 
tifh  herbs,  flowers,  &c.  and  breathing  over  it  for  a  few  minutes.  By 
thefc  means,  under  God  !  fweet,  found,  and  refrefhing  Beep,  and 
mental  tranquility,  are  with  certainty  procured,— and  all  poihbi- 
lity  of  difeafe  or  decay,  effectually  warded  off:— and  thefe  happy 
eftefts  are  rendered  ftill  more  certain,  kindly  and  lading,  if  the 
perfon s  will  wafh  or  bathe  their  face,  neck,  hands,  feet,  and  pri¬ 
vate  parts— especially  THE  latter,  with  pure  cold  water—or 
with  milk  and  water— about  blood  warm.  This  fimple  and  de¬ 
lightful  affair  of  bathing  the  private  parts  and  fundament  every  night 
and  morning,  fummer  and  winter,  in  ficknels  and  in  health,  in 
cold  milk  or  water — is  of  more  importance  to  the  bodily  health, 
youthful  beauty,  and  fweet  defireablenefs  of  men  and  women,  than 
any  thing  I  can  poifibly  mention  or  inculcate.  If  this  moft  lalutary 
pra&ice  of  applying  even  partially,  cold  or  at  moft  tepid  water  01 
milk,  to  the  furface  of  the  body  and  limbs, — If  fimplicity,  modera¬ 
tion,  regularity  and  temperance,  in  the  indulgence  of  every  appe¬ 
tite,  and  in  the  gratification  of  every  defire— in  a  word,  if  prudence, 
wifdom,  delicacy,  virtue,  and  that  genuine  religion  which  flows 
warm  and  filent  in  an  everlafting  and  lupremely  cordial  ciicu ‘  ^tion, 
between  THE  PERFECTION  OF  EVERY  EXCELLENCE-- 
THE  ETERNAL  SOURCE  OF  LIFE,  LOVE,  L1GH I  ,ANO 

HAPPINESS! - and  the  benevolent— the  melting —the  enlarged 

human  brcaft ! - If  this  fterling - this  all-bleffmg  religion 

Which  knows  no  diftin&ioq  of  feft,  church,  age  or  country

***&  whofe  fignet  of  divinity  is  liberty,  forbearance  and  universal 
love!  —  if  thefe,  with  their  white-robed  attendants  who  came 
down  from  heaven  and  who  will  conduct  us  thither— namely,  Inno¬ 
cence,  Activity,  and  Peace— were  permitted  to  direft  and  controul 
our  thoughts,  words  and  anions  daily,  from  our  birth  to  the  lal’t 
day  of  life— the  image  of  God  which  he  ftampt  ori^  mankind  at  their 
original  creation  would  be  in  a  great  meafure  recovered  and  pre- 
ferved — we  fhould  continue  very  long  and  very  happily  in  this  tranfi- 
ent— probationary  ftatc  of  exiftence— a  hundred  years  feeming  but 
.as  one  fummer’s  day,  while  with  a  gradual  defcent,  we  would  glide 
gently  and  fweetly  down  the  hill  of  life,  under  the  ferene  and  lucid 
influence  of  its  evening  fky. 

Behold,  here,  in  a  few  words,  my  courteous  and  intelligent  rea¬ 
der,  a  complete  fyftem,  or  the  whole  Art  of  Health,  beauty,  love- 
linefs,  long-life  and  happinefs,  temporal  and  eternal;  which,  if 
properly  and  conitantly  attended  to,  phyficians  and  dignified  clergy¬ 
men,  would  be  almofl:  as  unneceflary  in  the  world,  as  foldiers  and 
Solicitors  ;  ancfas  are  fuch  codes  of  laws  and  difcipline,  in  church  and 
in  Hate  as  they  are  at  prefent  administered  in  almofl:  every  nation  on 
earth, — which  are  in  general  dark,  unreafonable,  unjuft  and  diaboli¬ 
cal,  and  extremely  contradictory  to  the  Spirit,  and  advancement  of  true 
religion,  found  policy,  and  of  the  Healing  Art,  however  agreeable  to 
the  letter  of  the  law,  the  canons  of  the  churches,  or  the  practice 
of  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Phyficians.  Millions  of  the  human  fpe- 
cies  have  felt,  and  millions  do  now  feel,  too  fenlibly  the  truch  of  this 
aflertion.— — O  Law  !  O  Phyflc  !  O  Divinity  !  when — when  will  you 
undergo  a  neceflary  ordeal  — a  thorough,  a  rational  reformation  !— * 
As  to  WARS — 1  will  not  mention  them  ;  for  my  whole  frame  qui¬ 
vers  with  horror  even  at  the  thought  of  them.— Carnage  !—  bank- 
i uptcies,  poverty  !  devaluation !- — hunger  and  thirft, — horrible  ap- 
prehenfions!— forced  from  our  native  land ; — and  all  thefe  for 
xvhat  ?  why,  for  the  honor  and  dory  o.f  the  God  of  mercy  and  peace 
—for  a  punChlio  of  w  hat  is  called  national  honor ; — -too  often  indeed 
for  nothing  at  all  to  obtain  an  eventual  evil — or  for  the  acquilition 
of  the  fhadow  of  a  fliade.  I  could  almofl  venture  I  think  to  prophecy^ 
that  the  time  will  come,  tho  perhaps  it  is  very  diftant,  when  the  in- 
terefts  and  differences  of  nations,  and  what  is  called  the  ballance  of 
power,  will  be  fettled  by  lefs  horrible  —  lefs  unnatural — lefs  diabolical 
means  then  fire  and  fword  ;  and  that  the  children  of  thole  men,  naval 
and  military,  who  are  now  trained  up  to,  and  who  glory  in  ruin  and 
devaluation,  carnage,  theft,  depreciation  and  murder,  will  be  taught 
to  adorn  the  fciences,  embeliifli  the  arts,  or  to  illuminate  the  human 
mind  — inffead  of  hewing  down  like  favage  monffers,  their  fellow 
creatures  -or  of  eating  up,  like  drones,  the  bread  of  the  children 
of  induflry.  But  I  beg  pardon  for  making  this  digreffion  ;  I  beg 
pardon,  I  mean,  of  their  Worlhips  and  High  Mightinefles,  tlfe 
clergy  !  ! !  the  Heroes  or  men  of  war  !  I  the  lawyers  !  and  the 


phyficians,  and  I  will  now  return  to  irnifli  the  defcriptive  (ketch  of 
the  nature  and  properties  of  my  eie&rical  nether. 

In  the  courfe  of  la  ft  winter  I  had  frequent  opportunities  of  ob-

By  the  ufe  of  thefe  two  medicines, 
and  by  keeping  the  body  open  with  the  Imperial  Fills,  thofc  com¬ 
plaints  which  formerly  had  confined  them  almoft  conflantiy  thro* 
the  winter  to  the  houfe  were  happily  prevented  ;  and  in  others 
who  were  feized  as  ufual,  the  cough,  forenefs  of  the  bread,  fe¬ 
vers  and  inquietudes  were  fpeedily  carried  off  by  the  gentle  and 
moderate  ufe  of  thefe  precious,  and  moft  friendly  medicines.

juifiptive,  dropfical,  fcorbutic  and  paralytic  diforders.  By  only  fmell- 
ing  to,  or  breathing  over  the  aether,  and  taking  nowand  then  a  tea 
fpoonful  of  it,  or  of  the  balfam  in  a  cup  of  white  wine, — tar  water, 
or  common  cold  water, — the  patient  always  finds  inftant  relief,  and 
generally  a  perfect  cure  ;  while  thofe  about  him,  or  in  the  houfe, 
'are  effe&ually  fecured  from  that  dangerous  malignancy  which  often 
(weeps  off  whole  families  into  one  common  and  untimely  grave. 

As  the  effetts,  or  rather  the  medicines  themfelves,  fly  in  a  mo¬ 
ment  with  the  fwiftnefs  of  light  from  the  fun — over  the  whole 
fvftem,  no  other  cordial  whatever  in  nature  has  been  found  fo  in- 
ftantaneoufly  and  fo  ladingly  to  recruit  the  drength  and  fpirits 
after  great  fatigue,  or  violent  exertions  of  body  or  of  mind,  efpe- 
cially  in  Venereal  pleafures. — They  refrefh,  brace,  compofe,  com¬ 
fort,  and  literally  fpeaking,  illuminate,  all  the  bodilv, — and 
thro’  them — all  the  mental  faculties  ;  in  (hort,  in  all  fevere  ill- 
neiles,  in  linkings,  and  in  faintings  in  confequence  of  fevere  ex¬ 
cruciating  pain,  profufe  evacuations  of  blood,  &c.  and  draining 
weaknefl'es  of  every  kind,  or  from  whatever  caufes  proceeding, 
thefe  medicines  (efpecially  the  nervous  aetherial  balfam)  are

Tne  Peruvian  bark,  cinnamon,  faffron,  caftpr,  lavender,  fao-e,  rofe- 
maiy,  red-rofe-buds,  eledlrical  nitre,  ambergrife,  myrrh,  amber,  and 
benjamin ;  tile  balfhms  of  Tolu  and  Gilead,— and  various  other  bal¬ 
my  bracers,  and  fragrant  aromatic  itrengtheners  are’felefod  with  my 
own  hand,  and  prepared  under  my  own  eye:  a  pure  setheria!  ef- 
ience,  combined  with  a  certain  portion  of  the  richeA  and  moll:  Ge¬ 
nuine  wine,  is  then  poured  upon  the  ingredients,  and  being  pro¬ 
perly  mixed  and  fecured,  they  are  placed  to  macerate  and  dieeft 
llKe  [Iie  ele&ncal  xther,  under  the  united  influences  of  dephlo<Tftt- 
cated  or  vi vi lying  air,  aether,  magnetifm  and  ele&ricity,  in^tha

fatally  venture  to  lay  down.  •  “

whole  nervous  fyftem;  but  the  Imperial  Pills  carry  the  mercury  and

treated  or  repeated  venereal  complaints,  early  imprudencies,  irre¬ 
gularities,  and  all  unnatural  and  inordinate  exertions  and  indulgent 
pies  efpecially  in  the  facrifices  that  are  made  to  Venus,  or  to  Bac.-s 
chus*.  Let  the  inventors  or  proprietors  of  other  medicines  w  hich.  are- 
fen  t  abroad  into  the  world,  make  a  parade  of  their  patents,  &c.~=- 
For  thele  great  medicines  I  never  thought  of  fuch  fecurities  or  fane-; 
tions.  No.  I  am  not  afraid  of  any  one  counterfeiting  themy  tho’  I 
find  it  has  been  vainly  and  ridiculoufly  attempted.  The  compofitions; 
are  fo  curious  and  complex,  and  the  ingredients  fo  very  lubtil,  that 
they  will  not  bear  to  be  analyzed  by  even  the  molt  fkilful  adept  in: 
philofophical  or  pharmaceutical  chemiftry.  I  repeat  it.  The  in¬ 
gredients  are  too  coftly  and  too  numerous, — the  proceffes  too  com¬ 
plex  and  tedious, — and  the  apparatus  employed  in,  the  preparation 
of  them  cofts  too  many  thoufand  pounds,  for  molt  adventurers,  even 
of  abilities,  in  the  medical  or  medicinal  line  to  engage  with  or  even  to.; 
think  of.  They  are  now,  I  find,  bought  by  fome  of  the  mofi  emi¬ 
nent  of  the  faculty,  in  various  parts  of  the  world  as  well  as  in . 
thefe  kingdoms,  and  exhibited  in  fevere  dangerous  and  important 
cafes  fometimes  as  their  own  preparations;  and  I  allure  the  nobility, 
gentry,  and  even  the  faculty  who  are  defirous  of  knowing  every  ingre¬ 
dient  in  the  compofition  of  each,  or  of  either  of  the  three  medicines, 
that  they  need  only  apply  to  me  to  be  fully  fatisfied  in  every  particular 
which  they  feel  themfelves  interefted  in.  To  know  them  is  to  approve 
of  them  ;  and  to  ufe  them  once,  is  to  ufe  and  recommend  them  moft 
cordially  for  ever;  Such  is  their  intrinfic  excellency  that  they  will- 
bear  every  teft — even  the  teft — the  criterion — the. fiery  ordeal  of  ex¬ 
perience  in  the  mofi  confirmed,  and  mofi  hopelefs  cafes : — for  they 
have  been  brought  to  their  prefent  high  ftate  of  perfection  by  long 
and  deliberate  invefiigations  of  the  real  qualities  ot  medicines,  by  the: 
deepeft  refearches  into  chemiftry,  enlightened  by  the  important  dif-' 
coveries  and  improvements  which  have  lately  been  made  in  naturai: 
philofophy;  and  finally,  by  the  niceft  and  mofi  arduous  attention  to 
the  eiFetts  and  operations  of  the  medicines  themfelves,  in  a  mofi  ex- 
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*  One  of  the  peculiar  and  mofi  important  properties  of  my  Nervous  Tftherial 
Balfam  is  to  recover  and  produce  that  genial  vital  warmth,  which  is  fo  different 
from  an  inflaming  feverilh  heat.

Indeed,  in 
the  hands  of  people  of  prudence  and  good  fenfe,  they  fuperfede  the 
need  of  a  travelling  phyflcian,  or  of  any  medicine  chefl — for  they 
are  of  themfelves  an  apothecary’s  ihop  fully  adequate  to  the  preven¬ 
tion  and  cure  of  molt  difeafes.  And  fo  thoroughly  convinced  am  X 
of  the  univerfal  falutarinefs,  and  fuperior  efficacy  of  thefe  three  great 
medicines,  that  in  a  very  few  years  I  will  probably  relinquish  the 
practical  part  of  medicine  altogether,  but  continue  to  difpenfe  thefe 
medicines  all  over  the  world,  WHILE,  for  the  good  of  the  human 
ipecies  of  every  nation  and  clime, — even  for  the  children  of  thofe 
who  ffiall  be- born  a  thoufand  years  hence,  I  will  publickly  teach 
medicine  and  philofophy  in  academical  ledures,  and  from  time  to 
time  publiffi  what  I  am  now  compiling,  viz.  a  complete  Syffem  of 
Prophyladlic  and  Practical  Medicine;  or,  the  whole  art  (without 
even  a  fliadow  of  referve)  of  preventing  and  curing  difeafes.  Per¬ 
haps,  likewife,  I  may  fend  into  the  world,  a  complete  and  rational 
Body  of  Divinity,  or  true  vital  religion,  which  I  am  now  likewife 
preparing;  and  perhaps,  moreover  a  manual  of  Human  Prudence;— 
or  a  jfafe  and  complete  guide  of  life:  and  a  simple,  yet  full  and  na¬ 
turally  digeffed  code  of  laws  for  civil,  political,  and  ecclefiaftical 
government, — fubmitted  with  great  deference  to  thofe,  to  whom 
they  more  immediately,  and  more  properly  belong.  But  to  return, 

I  was  obferving  the  efficacy  of  the  three  great  medicines  in  re- 
Aoring  decayed,  confumptive,  and  worn-out  conffitutions,  or  after 
fevere  difeafes,  harffi  and  improper  medicines,  or  hardships  and  fick- 
pefs  in  foreign  hot  climates.  Upon  this  fubjed  lean  fcarcefay  enough. 
Yet  to  thofe  who  are  acquainted  with  the  medicines,  everything  which 
even  I  could  fay,  would  be  quite  unneceffary.  What  need  is  there  to 
expatiate  on  the  genial  qualities  of  the  fun,  which  are  univerfally 
felt,  and  univerfally  acknowledged? — I  will  only  obferve  for  the  in¬ 
formation  of  the  world  in  general,  that  in  all  fuch  cafes,  they 
moiften,  warm,  refrcfli  and  build  up  the  whole  fyftem,  with  bland, 
mild,  balmy  and  nutritious  juices';  and  by  inducing  a  free,  re¬ 
gular,  fleady  and  genial  circulation  of  the  blood  (which  is  the  true 
i  radical  moifture)  fpirits,  and  nervous  fluid,  or  that  aetherial  invifible 
principle  which  aduates  the  nerves,  and  which  altogether  conffitute 
the  balmy  life  of  the  body;  and,  finally,  by  inducing  the  due  and  re¬ 
ciprocal  a<Aion  of  the  folkls  and  fluids  on  each  other;  or  in  other 
words,  that  happy  equilibrium — that  peaceful  balance!  which  naturQ 
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delights  in,  and  conftantly  endeavours  to  maintain  in  the  whole  vi¬ 
able  as  well  as  invilible  creation — they  produce  in  the  human  body 
that  peaceful,  homogene,  tranquil  ftate  which  we  call  health,  and 
which  is  doubtlefs  the  natural  and  original  ftate  of  all  created  things : 
for  pain,  difeord  and  difeafe,  are  fo  very  unnatural,  that  even  pain 
and  difeafe  are  only  a  departure  from,  and  imply  a  poftibility  of 
health, — or  the  attainment  of  that  ftate  which  nature  pants  after, 
and  which  man  originally  poflefled.  AH  diftempers  are  in  faft  but  a 
ftruggle  between  the  vis  vita  and  the  peculiar  Miafma,  or  Fames  Mor - 
hi.  Indeed  every  fpecies  and  degree  of  pleafure,  and  of  bodily  and 
mental  happinefs  which  we  enjoy  in  this  world,  are  only  the  irradia¬ 
tions  or  emanations  of  this  primary  principle,  namely,  concord  or 
health.  This  is  the  great  unity !  —  the  root  and  branches — the 
flowers  and  the  fruits — the  fap  and  the  life  of  mankind;  To  contrive 
and  adapt,  from  the  harmonious  combination  of  the  four  elements 
acting  on  natural  fubftances  of  known  efficacy,  fuch  medicines  as 
could  root  out  difeafe,  difeord  and  ft  rife  from  the  human  body,  and 
produce,  cultivate  and  nourifh  this  heavenly  unity,  hath  been  my 
conflant  ftudy,  I  may  fay,  day  and  night  for  many  years.  How  far 
I  have  fucceeded  has  been  long  and  abundantly  obvious,  not  only 
from  the  prodigious  and  unprecedented  fale  of  thefe  Great  Medi¬ 
cines;  but  from  the  aftonifhing  and  well  known  numbers  which 
are  daily  difmifled  from  the  Temple  of  Health  perfeQly  cured  of  dif- 
eafes  which  had  baffled  all  other  human  means.  Now  this  Unity  or 
health, —-this  self-remedy  in  nature  for  all  her  diforders,  was  the 
leal  with  which  God  imprefled  every  thing  at  the  creation.  And  it 
was  this  in  man  which  was  emphatically  called,  ‘c  the  image  of 
god.” — This  was  paradife  for  man!  This  was  the  paradife  of  the 
earth,  and  of  all  the  elements. — But  man  departing  from  God,  and 
from  the  innocence  and  fimplicity  in  which  he  was  created,  brought 
difeord  and  difeafes  into  his  foul  and  body; — from  hence  proceeds 
bis  fhort  and  uncertain  exiftence  in  this  world;  hence  flow  pain, 
dileafe  and  death; — and  from  hence,  too,  perhaps  all  evil  and  com¬ 
motions  within  and  without,  in  the  natural  and  in  the  moral  world. 
All  fevers,  fermentations,  jarrings,  refllefsnefs,  commotions,  pains 
and  difeafes  in  the  human  body,  are,  therefore  proofs  of  that  hid¬ 
den — conflitutional  peace  and  health  which  it  has  loft,  and  neeefla- 
rily  gravitates  unto,  and  endeavours  to  regain,  altho*  it  knows  not 
the  way — nor  is  it  always  fo  happy  as  to  meet  with,  or  follow,  a 
friendly  and  unerring  guide. 

That  the  above  medicines,  conjun&ly,  are  fuch  a  friend — fuch  a 
guide!  no  one  will  doubt  who  has  attended  properly  to  the  plain, 
open  and  Ample  defcription  which  I  have  given  of  them  ;  nor  will 
any  one  deny  the  truth  of  the  fadt,  who  has  fairly  and  prudently  ufeld 
them — even  in  the  moft  defperate  cafes.  Thefe  great  medicines 
Chen,  will  reftore  health  and  tranquility — becaufe  they  reftore  in  our 
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body,  as  I  have  above  {hewn,  that  original  unity, — balance — har¬ 
mony  or  equilibrium  which  nature  delights  in,  and  continually  drives 
to  maintain  in  all  her  works  —  -efpecially  in  the  human  body  and  mind, 
as  being  the  mod  perfect  and  important  of  all  that  the  has  created,  or 
placed  on  this  terraqueous  globe! 

Thefe,  therefore,  conjundtly,  may  juftly  be  cdeemed  the  true  and 
genuine  universal  medicine !--the  beaded  and  long  wifhed  for  Pri- 
ma  Materia! — Aurum potabile !  or  elixir  vita!  of  the  philofophers,  che- 
mids,  and  phyficians  of  every  age  lince  medicine  became  a  fcience.— 
In  thefe  three  medicines,  by  the  wonderful  influence  of  the  mighty- 
primary— Ample  agents  upon  each  other,  and  upon  the  fimple  i'ub- 
dances  above  mentioned,  which  for  lb  many  ages  have  been  found  fo 
friendly  to  man— -is  produced  and  fixed,  —  a  vivifying  —  homogene 
principle  which  counteracts  difeafe,  infures  health,  and  the  prolonga¬ 
tion  of  our  mortal  exigence.  In  the  balmy  bed  of  thefe  three  medi¬ 
cines,  all  elementary  and  intedine  drife  ceales.  Here,  the  active-- 
the  iri  elidible  powers  of  air,  earth,  fire  and  wafer  blend  their  feem- 
ingly  jarring  principles,  and  are  at  peace.  Here  with  the  fwiftnefs 
of  thought,  they  meet  in  one  common  centre.  They  kifs  each  other 

as  it  were, --cordially  embrace,  and  are  at  red  in  this  paradifiacal - 

this  balmy  bed.  For  be  it  known  (and  however  paradoxical  it  may 
appear,  it  is  neverthelefs  a  certain— fublime,  and  philofophical  truth) 
that  the  quicked  motion,  is  the  mod  perfect  reih  When  a  boy  whips 
his  top  into  the  brilkeft  motion-- it  turns  about  with  fuch  exceeding 
fwiftnefs  that  it  appears  perfectly  motionlels---and  he  fays  it  is 
adeep.  Would  not  any  thing  that  could  pals  from  this  to  the  Ead- 
Indies  and  back  again  in  the  thoufandth  part  of  a  moment — be  at 
perfect  red?-— could  a  thought— or  any  thing  that  could  glance  or 
be  (hot  from  your  eye  in  London  to  the  farthed  verge — to  the  mod 
didant  point  of  the  globe  and  back  again  in  the  millionth  part  of  the 

time  of  a  twinkle  of  your  eye, ---could  it  belaid  to  move  at  all? - 

Surely  not.--  When  the  caufe  of  difeafe  therefore  is  expelled  by  thefe 
great  medicines  they  instantly  compofe  ail  drife.  I  never  fwallow 
any  wine,  fpirits,  or  malt  liquor,  drong  or  weak,  mixt  norunmixt, 
and  yet  I  undergo  daily  with  pleafnre,  cheerfulnefs  and  good  health, 
more  fatigue  of  body  and  of  mind,  than  perhaps  any  other  man  in 

London; - If,  after  the  bufinefs  of  the  day,  or  when  1  am  forced 

to  be  up  all  night  when  lent  for  in  great  emergencies-— I  find  myfelf 
faint  and  exhauded,-  — 1  immediately  draw  the  vapour  of  the  electri¬ 
cal  tether  with  great  force  into  my  noftrils-— or  pour  a  few  tfca- 
fpoonfuls  of  it  into  a  bafen  of  warm  water  and  breathe  over  it;— 
and  ordering  a  few  new  laid  eggs  to  be  beat  as  it  were  into  a  thin 
oil,  and  then  mixed  with  fome  iugar  and  very  cold  water,  I  drink 
it  off,  and  eating  a  bit  of  bifeuit,  rich  ripe  fruits,  or  dry  bread  two 
days  old,  I  find  myfelf,  in  a  few  minutes,  perfectly  frelh  and  re- 
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A  cfuited.  But  what  always  altonilbes  me  above  meafure  is,  the  feerft* 
ingly  miraculous  effedt  of  my  Electrical  /Ether,  or  Nervous  ALthe-

But  to  defcend  from  the  re¬ 
gions  of  metaphor. 

Thefe  wonderful  and  moft  genial  medicines  attune  the  body,  and 
thro’  it  the  mind;-— or,  rather,  the  mind  and  the  body  freed  from 
difcord  and  difeafe,  recover,  by  their  own  energy,  their  natural 
and  original  healthy  tone  and  brilliancy  -And  this  happy  ftate  at¬ 
tained— -every  thing  which  furrounds  us  appears  likewife  pleafant, 
gay  and  harmonious.  Like,  as  in  mufical  inftruments  tuned  in  uni- 
ion,  every  chord  which  is  touched,  flrikes  and  calls  forth,  by  its  own 
vibratory  force  alone,  a  correfponding  mufical  tone  from  every  octave 
in  the  other  inftruments  in  the  fame  room,  thus  in vifibly  touched. 
Thefe  are  faCts  perfectly  well  known  to  philofophers,  and  to  thofe  who 
have  ftudied  mufic  as  afcience*  But  to  return;  I  fay,  that  upon  the 
grounds  of  reafon  and  common  fenfe,  it  is  no  wonder  that  thefe  medi¬ 
cines,  when  judicioufly  applied,  arefo  efficacious  as  to  remove  all  dif- 
orders  that  arife  from  thejarrings  and  difproportions  of  the  conftituent 
parts  or  qualities  in  human  bodies — becaufe  thefe  medicines  are  a- 
d  ipted,  and  accommodate  themfelves  to  all,  and  health  enfues  in  the 
molt  ealy,  Ample,  and  natural  manner.  The  wife  and  facred  writer 
fays,  “7  hat  God  hath  created  medicines  out  of  the  earth,  and  that  he 
who  is  wife  will  not  defpife  them.” — Now  as  the  qualities  or  virtues 
of  all  roots,  leaves,  flowers,  fruits  and  feeds, ---and  of  every  medi¬ 
cinal  fubftance  in  nature,  whether  animal,  vegetable,  oi  mineral, 
muft  undoubtedly  refide  in  fome  little  drops — fome  exquintely  fmall 
particles  of  one  prima materia!  which  is  the  fountain  or  centre  of 
©xiftence,  life  and  health— and  as  this  fountain— or  fource - or 
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centre,  is  to  be  found  alone  by  the  gift  of  God  ;  or,  in  other  words, 
by  his  b telling  on  the  reverential  and  arduous  labours  and  inveftiga- 
tjons  of  thofe  who  fearch  unweariedly  into  the  vail  treafures  of  na¬ 
ture,  with  a  view  of  promoting  the  good  and  happinefs  of  the  world, 

and  the  honour  and  glory  of  God! - -Whenever  therefore,  we  car* 

extraft  and  concentrate  from  the  adventitious,  grofs,  or  inatfive 
pares— the  balmy,  fimple,  homogeneous  and  vivifying  particles  of 
fubftances  truly  medicinal,  bv  means  of  the  harmonious  combination 
of  the  great  univerfal  principles  of  air,  aether,  magnetifm,  electricity, 
and  iciai  light,  we  need  look  for  no  other  medicines  ;  and  I  defy  any 
phyficiau  to  mention  an  indication  in  the  cure  of  any  difeafe,  whether 
oy  altering,  attenuating,  opening,  purifying,  fweating,  purging,  vo¬ 
miting,  palling  off  by  the  kidnies;  or  by  taking  off  fpafms  and  irri¬ 
tations - -by  bracing  and  comforting  the  nerves, — or  by  ftreugth- 

enmg  and  m  tying  the  whole  fyffem,  but  may  be  anfwered  in  the 
corn  pie  tea  arm  moll  friendly  manner,  by  the  judicious  modulations 
ano  exhibitions  of  thefe  three  great  medicines.  They  will  therefore 
upon  principles  perje&Iy  demonftrable,  cure  all  curable  difeafes* 
gu.ddcn  the  heart,  illuminate  the  mind,  and  prolong  human  exig¬ 
ence  to  the  longed  poffible  period.  Becaufe  this  exa&  mixture  of 
hot  and  cold,  moui  and  dry, ---this  harmonious  temperinp-  of  the 
primary  vital  elements,  coalefcing  like  chords  in  mufic,  muff  be 
peace-makers  in  the  ffrife  or  disorders  p f  the  conffituent  parts  and 
qualities  of  man's  body;— and  becaule  the  true  quinteflence  of  na¬ 
ture  is  Fir e.  I  don’t  mean  the  grofs,  impure,  confuming,  culinary  fire 
w  Inch  we  have  every  day  before  us  in  the  world:  by  no  means.  The 
fire  which  I.  employ  in  the  cure  of  difeafes,  and  in  the  preparation 
pt  tnoie  three  great  medicines,  is  the  true  elementary  fire,  which  has 
been  worshipped  as  it  were  by  the  philofophers  of  all  ages.  They 
bad  glim  pies  of  it  j  and  even  its  dawn  gleaming  on  their  horizon  filled 
them  wuh  ideis  lo  vaff  and  fublirne  i  chat  the  herd  of  the  world  called 
them  mad  enthufiaffs.  How  much  greater  felicity  muff  we  eniov 
upon  whom  the  fun  of  fcience  Offnes  fo  bright  as  at  this  day.  How 
much  more  may  we  benefit  and  enlighten  the  human  fpecies!  But 
ffili,  ihe  iun  juft  aduded  to,  is  far— very— -very  far  from  having  at¬ 
tained  its  meridian  altitude  It  even  noyr  points,  but  at  fix  o’clock 
of  a  fuminer  morning.  Yet  how  faff— how  fweetly-do  the  buds  of 
every  branch  of  fcience  open  !-The  birds  fing-ALL  nature  re¬ 
joices!  But  thofe  charming  fields— thefe  delightful  profpeas  tempt 
me  to  wander  too  far,  I  will  return.  The  fire  I  fay  which  I  employ 
in  the  cure  of  difeafes,  and  for  the  preparation  of  thefe  ?reat  medi¬ 
cines,  is  tnc  univerfal  living  fire  which  conne&sand  moves  the  whole 
ioiar  ly  item— which  animates  all  nature,  and  which  you,  my  cour-

teons  reader— -this  book,  the  chair  you  fit  in,  the  charming  ob]ect 
by  your  fide,  and -in  a  word,  every  thing  in  the  univerfe  is  lull  of; 
and  which  we  can  now  in  a  moment  extradf,  and  make  vilibie  orper- 
ceptable  to  allyouv  fivefenfes.  This  fire  is  the  breath  of  life— thefpi- 
rit  of  God  ! — which  he  breathed  at  the  creation  into  man’s  noftrils, 
and  which  gives  and  maintains  life  throughout  all  his  other  works  !— - 
It  i  s  the  vital  principle  of  generation  !  the  fire  which  quickens 
the  embryo  in  the  womb’ — even  the  pure  fluid,  celeflial,  electri¬ 
cal  fire  which  pervades,  purges,  and  animates  all  nature!  con- 
fuming  difeafe  and  corruption ---at trading  and  uniting  the  four  ele¬ 
ments-— without  deflroying  their  variety  or  difiincf  powers,--  becaufe 
it  is  itfelfa  compofition  of  them  all— -the  joy  of  them  ail  —and  in  a 
word  the  great  band  or  material  foul  of  the  univerle! 

1  his,  then ,  is  the  natural— the  celeflial  quinteflence  or  influence 
with  which  thofe  three  great  medicines  are  impregnated— and  with 
which  they  are  replete:-- -even  with  the  harmonious  combination  of 
the  four  elementary  qualities  in  one; ---and  whenever  this  pure  and 
limp  e  light,  or  concord  is  received  into  the  body-— difeafe  and  dif- 
cord  mujl  vanifh,  as  the  cold  and  darknefs  of  the  night  muft  vanifh 
at  the  prefence  of  the  morning?* -of  the  fummer’s  fun  ! — and  I  will 
now  conclude  this  fliort  and  very  imperfect  account  of  my  great 
medicines  with  afiuring  thole  fick  and  infirm  perfons  who  have  not 

yet  had  the  happinefs  to  partake  of  their  falutary  influences, - - 

that  they  are  in  their  nature  and  operations,  eafy  and  benign, - 

genial  and  gentle  as  a  dove — ftrengthening  and  exhilirating  the 
foul  and  body  of*  thofe  to  whom  they  are  thankfully  and  prudently 
adminiftered:  —  -whilfl  at  the  fame  time  they  are  as  ftrong  and  as 
furious  as  lions  in  fubduing  and  evacuating  difeafes,  and  every  thing 


*  Thofe  who  -will  have  the  foul  to  be  IMMATERIAL,  will  be  perhaps  highly 
offended  at  my  bringing  it  in  upon  every  occafion,  head  and  fiioulders  with  the 
body.  The  realon  is,  becaufe  1  can  no  way  fucceed  in  feparating  them.  We 
till  know  that  light,  though  fupremely  pure,  and  infinitely  fubtil—  is  neverthe¬ 
less  material :  and  J1  agree  fo  far  with  the  generality  of  the  world,  as  to  confider 
the  human  foul  as  a  lubftance  (or  emanation  in  ccnfequence  of  the  exquifite  or¬ 
ganization  of  our  body) — fo  exquifitely — fo  fupremelv  pure  and  fubtil  as  to  be 
ablulut&ly  invifible  and  inconceivable  to  any  or  all  of  our  fenfes.  I  find  that 
the  materiality  or  nature  of  the  foul  is  noiv  a  point  bitterly  difputed  by  philofo- 
phers.  For  my  own  part,  I  profefs  that  I  know  nothing  at  all  about  the  matter. 

J  know,  however,  that  it  is  a  point  which  we  have  no  fort  of  bufinefs  with; _ 

and  as  to  this,  and  all  other  matters  which  are  not  essential  to  our  hap¬ 
pinefs  in  this,  or  in  any  other  flate  of  exiftence,--and  which  cannot  pojjibly  be  fettled 
in  this  world— -I  think  we  had  better  be  eafv,  and  not  quarrel— -wrangle— -and 
difturb  one  another  af>out  fuch  abftrufe,  metaphyfical,  and  1  may  fay,  nonfenfi- 
cal  matters.  Thus  1  have  in  three  words,  written  all  that  I  ever  intend  to  write 
upon  this  fubjedt. 
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that  is  injurious  or  unfriendly  to  good  health,  or  to  human  exigence. 
But  the  ftrength  above  alluded  to,  is  the  drength  of  a  protestor — 
and  the  fury,  that  of  love  ! — becaufe  they  hurt  not  the  weaked  or 
mod  delicate,  in  infancy  or  in  old  age:---to  the  former  they  are  as 
milk  and  honey---to  the  latter,  as  generous  wine,  or  the  fmootheft— 
the  fweeted  oil! — and  to  purfue  the  metaphor,  they  are  in  the  laft 
flakes,  of  mod  fevere  and  fatal  difeafes,  what  frefh  oil  is  to  an  ex- 
piring  lamp — when  the  flame  is,  like  a  flckly  fliadovv  quivering  and 
gafping  in  the  dry  focket. 

Thefe  great  medicines  which  are  fold  at  no  other  place  in  London 
or  Weftminder  but  at  the  TEMPLE  of  HEATH!  Adelphi, 
and  at  the  TEMPLE  of  HYMEN,  in  Pall-Mall,  are  care¬ 
fully  put  up  and  fecured  in  drong  flint  vials : —even  the  Imperial 
Pills — becaufe  they  would  immediately  lofe  their  virtue  if  kept  in  a 
pill-box  —  or  expofed  to  the  open  air.  The  three  medicines  are  all 
fold  at  the  fame  price,  viz.  —in  vials  of  five  Shillings,  Half  a  Guinea, 
and  One  Guinea  each.  —  For  the  conveniency  of  the  navy  and  ar¬ 
my, — of  the  commanders  of  Ead  and  Wed-India  fliips — and  of  la¬ 
dies  and  gentlemen  travelling  by  fea  or  land,  proper  aflortments  of 
all  the  three  medicines,  are  put  up  in  mahogany  cabinets  of  Five, 
Ten,  and  Twenty-Five  Guineas — with  very  ample  directions.  By 
which  means  not  only  much  money  to  phyficians,  apothecaries, 
&c.  may  be  faved,  but  likewife  under  God,  the  lives  of  many  hun¬ 
dred  perfons  of  worth,  fafliion  and  of  fortune,  who  travel  into  fo¬ 
reign  countries  —  may  be  yearly  preferved* — who,  otherwife,  might 
be  lwept  off  by  difeafes  in  a  few  days — when  abfent  from  their  fa¬ 
milies,  and  far  didant  from  their  affectionate  friends. 

Proper  allowance  is  made  to  merchants  and  captains  of  fliips  who 
buy  them  in  large  quantities  for  fale  in  foreign  countries.  In  ?\\  fe¬ 
vers  and  relaxations — and  in  BILIOUS,  fpafmodic  putrid  malig¬ 
nant  and  confumptive  complaints,  in  the  Ealt  and  Wed-Indies,  and 
in  America— they  are  immediate  and  abfolute  fpecifics.  So  that 
any  lady  or  gentleman  of  fenfe  and  liberality,  may,  thus  assisted, 
become  fovereign  phyficians,  and  often  lave  not  only  their  own,  but 
the  life  of  a  friend  or  of  a  fellow  creature,  when  apparently  at  the 
point  of  death-— and  when  given  over  by  even  the  bed  phyficians. 
But  above  all,  they  are  mod  earnedly  recommended  to  people  of 
weak  nerves  and  relaxed  habits-— who  are  particularly  fufceptible  of 
catching  colds  and  infedious  disorders— -to  thofe  likewife  who  are- 
apprehenflve  of  drokes  of  the  apoplexy  or  palfy — and  dill  more,  es¬ 
pecially  to  thofe  under  fentence  of  death— I  mean  thofe  perfons  who 
have  already  been  viflted  by  thofe  fudden— dreadful-*-and  mercilefs 
harbingers  of  the  awful— the  tremendous  hour! 
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^ny  refpe&able  perfon,  not  of  the  faculty,  in  any  capital  city 
©r  town  in  Great-Britajn  or  Ireland — or  in  any  other  part  of  the 
world,  where  thefe  great  medicines  are  not.  yet  eftablilhed,— and 
who  are  very  delirous  to  vend  them,  ought  to  iofe  no  time  in  apply¬ 
ing  to  me,  thro’  their  agents  or  correfpondents  in  London.  As 
ready  money  is  expected,  a  proper  allowance  is  made;  but  all  ex- 
peaces  of  carriage,  advertizing,  &c.— mint  be  defrayed  by  tbeper^ 
lbns  themlelves;  and  it  is  an  invariable  rule  with  me  to  return  im¬ 
mediately  the  money  for  what  ever  quantity  may  at  any  time  be  fent 
back  as  unfold.— In  order  to  prevent  trouble,  l  think  it  right  to  be 
very  particular  in  mentioning  the  terms  or  conditions  upon  which  I 
difpenfe  thefe  medicines  all  over  the  globe,  for  the  general  good  of 
mankind,  as  well  as  for  my  own  honour  and  emolument. 


GENERAL  DIRECTIONS 

FOR  USING  MY 

THREE  GREAT  MEDICINES. 


HHHE  principles  or  condituent  parts  of  thefe  Medicines  being  fi- 

1  milar - they  are  found  to  produce  the  bell  effebls  and  the 

greatelf  and  moll  extraordinajy  cures,  when  taken  together,  or  af* 
filled  by  each  other.  But  in  all  cafes  whatever,  I  delire  that  tho'fe 
who  take  them,  do  not  regard  my  directions,  lo  much  as  the  effects 
cl-  the  medicines, — their  own  feelings,  and  their  own  prudence  and 
good  ienfe.  In  acute  cafes  they  can  icarcely  be  ufed  too  plentifully; 
but  in  dangerous  arm  lung  confirmed  chronic  cafes- — they  may  be 
ufed  more  Iparingly,  and  continued  longer.  But,  after  a  courieof 
fix  weeks,  ir  a  complete  cure  be  not  obtained,  they  Ihould  be  difeon- 
tinued  for  three,  fix,  or  nine  weeks,  and  then  refumed  again  a6  for- 
merly.  In  all  cafes  and  conllitutions,  in  all  habits  of  body,  at 
every  period  of  life,  and  under  perhaps  every  circumftance,  cool  air, 
drinking  cold  water  plentifully,  and  bathing  the  whole  bodv,  or  at 
lealt  the  private  parts  with  tepid  or  icy  cold  water,  agrees  perfectly 
well,  and  produces  the  happielt  and  moft  Divine  Effedfcs. 

Let,  therefore,  my  innumerable  Tribes  of  Patients,  1  mean  all  who 
are  taking  my  medicines,  be  almoff  conffantly  budding  about  in  the 
cool  open  air,  regardlefs  of  wind  or  rain ;  let  them  be  daily,  and  very 
frequently  applying  cold  water  to  their  face,  neck,  bofom,  ftomach, 
private  parts,  and  limbs;  in  fliort,  the  partial  or  univerfal  application 
c0*d  water  £9  tffe  furface  of  the  body  1  earneftly  and  moll  cordially

fecommend:  but  ftill  more  earneflly,  and  above  all  things  do  I  exhoft 
to  moderation,  fimplicity  and  regularity  in  eating,  drinking  and  fleep- 
ing,  and  in  all  pleafureable  indulgences;  in  thofe  efpecially  ( venereal ) 
which  drain  the  blood  of  its  moft  precious  balfam,  and  the  nerves  of 
their  vital  Spirits ;  Tapping  the  fources  of  health,  and  totally  incapaci¬ 
tating  both  foul  and  body  from  the  proper  performance  of  their  na¬ 
tural,  neceflary,  and  more  noble  fundlions, — and  from  enjoying  with 
a  keen  healthy  relifh,  the  balmy — the  celellial  pleafures — which  the 
all -wife  and  fupremely  beneficent  Author  of  our  exigence  hath  annexed 
to  our  animal,  as  well  as  to  our  inteile&ual  nature  ! 

As  to  the  ELECTRICAL  ETHER,  the  manner  of  ufing  it  has 
been  already  pretty  well  explained  in  the  account  which  is  given  of 
its  nature,  preparation,  and  properties.  In  all  cafes  of  weaknefs, 
fainting,  putrifadtion  and  debility,  efpecially  in  afthmas,  confump- 
tions,  and  all  painful  obfirudtions  of  the  head  or  bread;,  it  may  be 
fmelled  to  for  feveral  minutes  and  very  often.  The  vial  fliould  be 
held  in  a  warm  hand  to  the  patient’s  noftril,  and  the  other  flopped 
by  prefling  it  fideways  with  the  finger,  while  the  cold  vapour  is 
drawn  up  with  great  force.  It  fhould  not  be  taken  away  from  the 
nofe  notwithftanding  its  ffrength;  for  the  longer  the  patient  fmells 
at  it,  the  better  able  he  is,  for  his  breath  becomes  longer,  and  he 
feems  to  enter  delighted  into  the  flowery  fields  of  Elyfium ! — Often, 
very  often  have  I  exhaufted  a  whole  bottle  in  one  day,  or  evening, 
merely  by  fmelling.  A  little  of  it  may  be  poured  into  a  pot  or  bafon 
of  warm  or  hot  water,  brandy  and  water,  green  tea,  coffee,  or  into 
an  infufion  of  aromatic  herbs, — flowers,  or  feeds — efpecially  a  mix¬ 
ture  of  mint,  rofemary,  lavender  flowers,  and  bruifed  annifeeds  ; 
over  which  the  patient’s  hands  and  mouth  open  may  be  held,  while 
it  continues  watrm,  drawing  the  vapor  with  great  force  into  the  lungs. 
In  fome  cafes  it  may  beadvilable  to  fling  a  large  piece  of  flannel  loofely 
over  the  patient’s  head,  which  will  more  effectually  promote  perfpira- 
tion.  Any  of  the  above,  efpecially  the  latter  aromatics,  may  be  ufed 
afterwards,  when  almoff  cold,  to  bathe  the  ftomach,  private  parts, 
limbs,  or  feet.  The  Electrical  Ether  alone  may  be  poured  plentifully 
on  the  head,  breaff,  back-bone  or  limbs  of  a  perfon  in  any  low — nerv¬ 
ous — or  putrid  complaint:  This  Ether,  camphorated  fpirits,  or 
vinegar,  may  be  made  to  diftil  by  a  lamp,  or  be  fcattered  about  the 
room  and  bed  cloaths — I  have  often  ufed  half  a  dozen  guinea  bottles  of 
it  in  one  day,  on  and  about  one  perfon,  when  the  cafe  has  been  very 
bad,  and  the  life  very  dear  and  precious.  It  may  be  taken  inwardly 
in  the  quantity  of  a  tea-fpoonful,  more  or  lefs,  and  as  often  as  may 
,  be  found  good,  perhaps  every  hour  or  two,  on  fugar,  or  mixed  with 
the  fyrup  of  capillaire,  cold  water,  wine,  or  herb  tea.  The  thicker 
and  colder  the  vehicle,  the  better:  the  fyrup,  or  icy  cold  vehicle 
(hould  be  poured  into  an  empty  vial,  then  the  .Ether  added  to  it. 
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perhaps  by  guefs,  then  clofely  flopped  with  the  thumb  or  a  cork, 
well  fliaken  and  drank  immediately. 

In  the  very  fame  manner,  in  fimilar  quantities,  and  at  any  or  at 
all  times,  may  be  taken  the  NERVOUS  AE.THERIAL  BALSAM. 
Indeed,  they  may  be  taken  together  at  the  fame  time;  or  the  latter 
taken  inwardly,  while  the  Electrical  yEther  is  fmelled  to,  or  applied 
outwardly;  for  the  one  tempers  and  co-operates  with,  and  promotes 
the  good  effects  of  the  other,  in  fo  cordial,  friendly,  and  effeCtual 
a  manner,  that  they  aCt  like  a  pair  of  crutches  to  a  crippled  and  en¬ 
feebled  body.  For  a  more  full  and  particular  account  of  the  nature 
properties,  &c.  of  this  Divine  Ballam---or  reflorative  yEtherial  Oil, 
which  fo  effectually  renovates  and  invigorates  decayed  and  worn 
out  conflitutions,  I  refer  my  intelligent  reader  to  the  defcriptions 
already  given. 

As  to  the  IMPERIAL  PILLS,  or  univerfal  purifiers  and  fweetners 
ofthe  bloodand  juices ;  they  maybe  taken  conveniently  at  any  feafon, 
and  under  any  circumfiance.  When  they  are  taken  as  an  alterative, 
in  coflive,  gouty,  bilious,  and  fcorbutic  habits,  or  to  throw  off 
wind  and  flatulencies  from  the  ftomach  and  bowels  in  nervous 
weakneffes,  fpafms,  and  relaxations,  one  may  be  taken  every 
night,  or  immediately  after  eating,  when  a  perfon  is  oppreffed 
and  uneafy,  becaufe  they  fo  amazingly  promote  lively  digeftion 
and  healthy  nourifhment,  blunting  all  acid  and  bilious  acrimony, 
llrengthening  the  relaxed  tone  of  the  flomach,  and  increafing  the 
periflalf.ic  or  fcrew-like  motion  of  the  inteftines :  but  when  they 
are  taken  to  fubdue,  eradicate,  and  expel  by  Pool,  urine,  and  a 
fine  breathing  perfpiration  all  venereal,  fcorbutic,  gouty,  rheuma¬ 
tic,  bilious  and  fcrophulous  humours  and  foulneffes,  the  patient 
may  begin  with  one  pill,  and  increafe  the  dofe  one  every  night, 
till  they  begin  to  produce  a  more  copious  difcharge  by  flool,  uiine, 
or  fweat,  than  the  patient  can  or  ought  to  bear  long.  In  fuch 
cafes,  the  patient  may  diminifh  the  number,  one  every  night,  till 
he  comes  to  one  only,  and  then  after  totally  omitting  them  for  as 
many  days  as  in  number  he  had  taken  the  pills  in  one  day,  he 
may  begin  again,  increafing  the  number,  one  every  night  as  at 
firft. — This  mode  being  obferved,  and  repeated  feveral  times, — will 
moft  afluredlv — will  infallibly  eradicate  every  particle  of  virus, 
difeafe  and  impurity,  however  long  they  may  have  lurked  and 
prevailed  in  the  fyflem,  or  however  inveterately  they  have  been 
blended  and  rooted  in  the  conftitution,  fapping  or  undermining 
the  fp rings  and  fourccs  of  life  and  of  health,  rendering  life  a  tire- 
fome  and  painful  burthen  to  the  feeble,  fpiritlefs,  wretched  pof* 
feflbr.  It  is  really  aftonifliing  how  fpeedily  and  effectually  thefe  pills 
counteract  and  carry  off  the  deadly  effeCts  of  Mercury,  and  other 
Prong  and  improper  medicines.  This  important  and  lingular  qua- 
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lity  and  effe&s  are  produced  by  the  large  portion  of  electrical  fid. 
phur  or  celeftial  phofphorous  which  they  contain. 

While  a  perfon  takes  thefe  molt  excellent  pills  they  may  drink 
as  much  cold  water  as  they  pleafe,  or  go  out  in  any  weather. 
The  following  drinks  will  likewife  be  very  proper, — chicken,  veal, 
or  mutton  broth,  without  fait.  Beef-tea,  capillaire  and  cold  water, 
Infufions  of  fimple  herbs,  &c.  but  when  the  pills  are  taken  for 
fevere  and  confirmed  difeafes,  proper  regard  fhould  be  paid  to  the 
nature  and  degree  of  the  diforder  or  complaint,  and  the  drinks, 
management,  &c. — ordered  accordingly.  For  in  fiance,  in  the  ve¬ 
nereal,  fcorbutic,  or  lcrophulous  difeafes,  a  ftrong  decodficn  of 
farfaparilla,or  of  the  guaiacum  and  faffafras  woods,  with  plenty  of  li¬ 
quorice  root,  fhould  be  drank  daily.  In  gouty,  bilious,  aflhmatic, 
confumptive,  and  rheumatic  cafes,  infulions  of  baum,  rofemary, 
tanfey,  hcsrferadifh  root,  chamomile  flowers,  pennyroyal,  hyfop, 
groundivy,  horehound,  linfeeds,  liquorice  root, with  bruifed  lennil 
or  anifeeds,  fweetened  witli  treacle,  honey,  fugar  candy,  or  barley 
fugar,  will  be  found  extremely  ferviceable  ;  and  in  all  nervous  and 
windy  complaints,  and  in  relaxation,  irritation  and  debility  of  the 
fyftern  in  general,  ftrong  decodions  or  rather  infufions  of  the  Peru¬ 
vian  Bark,  in  grofs  powder,  columbo  or  comfry  roots,  led  rofeleaves, 

chamomile  flowers,  bitter  orange  peel,  with  a  little  bruifed  cinnamon _ 

will  be  produ&ive  of  the  happieft  and  moil  aflonifliing  good  elfedts. 
But  in  every  cafe,  and  in  every  constitution,  when  anyone,  or  all  of 
my  Three  Great  Medicines  are  taken,  I  have  found  half  a  pint  or  a 
whole  one  of  apple  tea,  water  gruel,  barley  water,  or  of  the  following 
compound  infuiion,  extremely  good  and  agreeable,  viz.  of  baum,  fage, 
rofemary,  mint,  and  bruifed  anifeeds — each  an  equal  quantity,  and 
the  tea  fweetened  with  fugar  candy,  barley  fugar — treacle  or  honey  ; 
or  rather  with  a  mixture  of  the  two  laft.  This  tea  or  infufion  fhould 
be  drank  warm,  and  indeed  very  warm  and  often,  when  any  confl- 
derable  degree  of  perfpiration  is  wifhed  for  or  intended. 

In  the  intervals  between  taking  the  medicines,  and  indeed,  in 
molt  conftitutions,  even  at  the  time  of  taking  them,  a  milk  diet 
is  warmly  recommended.  A  quart  or  two,  or  even  three  quarts  of 
good  new  milk  may  be  ufed  every  day,  not  warm  from  the  cow, 
or  boiled,  but  cold,  and  as  it  is  called,  raw:  for  the  natural  heat 
of  the  human  flomach  is  fully  fufficient  to  cook,  or  prepare  milk, 
egos,  &c.  for  every  purpofe  of  nutrition,,  and  of  health.  The  pre¬ 
vious  application  of  fire  renders  them  hard  and  indigeffible. — Many 
people  lofe  the  great— the  unfpeakabfo— the  balmy  benefit  of  a  milk 
diet,  by  relinquifhing  it  too  foon.  They  find  the  firft  day  or  two,  a  fuU 
nefs  or  ficknefs  at  their  flomach— a  griping  or  laxity  of  their  bowels, 
they  therefore  conclude  that  it  difagrecs  with  them,  and  they  leave  it 
off.  But  they  ought  to  continue  it  by  all  means  for  a  week  or  ten 
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days,  and  at  length  it  would  in  general  be  found  to  agree  per-* 
fectly  well,  and  to  produce  the  happieft  eftedls. 

I  cannot  conclude,  without  taking  notice  of  the  general  odiurr* 
there  is  againft  a  panacea,  or  medicine  for  the  cure  of  all  difeafes. 
At  fir  ft  l  was  very  far  from  expecting  that  even  thefe  three  medicines 
could,  fingly,  or  when  combined,  cure  or  even  relieve  all  diforders; 
but  as  1  advanced  in  improving  them,  and  in  difeovering  their  virtues 
in  adtual  and  moft.  extenfive  pra&ice,  I  confefs  that  my  wonder  and 
ftu  1  p r i { e  exceeded  the  aftonifhment  and  delight  which  was  excited  in 
jny  happy  patients.  I  he  wonderful  good  eiFedls  which  I  fay  are 
produced  by  thefe  medicines  in  every  cafe,  and  in  every  conftitution, 
will,  at  jirjt  Jigot,  alarm  and  difguft  perfons  of  fenfe  and  learning,  but 
on  candid  and  mature  views  of  thefe  matters,  they  will  be  found  to 
agree  with,  and  to  refult  from  the  fixt  nature  of  things -for  the 
general  notion  of  difeafes  reafonably  conftfts  in  this ;  that  what  is 
taicen  into  the  oody  is  not  duly  afiimilated  and  diftnbutedby  the  force 
of  the  animal  cev_onomy.  Is  it  not,  therefore,  true  that  what¬ 
ever  affifts  and  ferengtbens  the  vis  vitae,  enables  nature  either  to 
sffimilate,  or  to  difeharge  all  grofs  and  noxious  particles,  unfubdued 
humours,  ano  in  a  word,  the  feeds  or  caufes  of  all  difeafes  whatfoever? 
for  the  ceieftial  or  eledtrical  Light  or  vLther  detained  in  thefe  me¬ 
dicines,  and  with  which  they  are  fo  fully  impregnated  or  faturated, 
being  o;  the  very  fame  nature  with  the  animal  fpirits,  or  nervous 
claftic  light  or  fluid,  is  an  acceffion  of  fo  much  ftrength  to  the  con- 
fhtution  or  powers  of  nature,  or  ftaff  of  life,  by  which  it  is  affifted  to 
aftimilate  whatever  is  friendly  and  nourishing,  or  to  throw  off  or  ex¬ 
pel  whatever  is  alienor  noxious  to  her  nature,-— or  prejudicial  to 
good  health.  /bus,  then,  thefe  great  medicines  may  be  juftly 
caiieu  universal  ones,  inafrpuch  as  they  work  principally  by  affifting 
«.he  vis  vitas,  or  irafF  of  life,  as  an  alterative  and  cordial,  enabling 
mature  by  a  prodigious  acceffion  of  congenial  vital  fpirits,  to  affirm! ate 
thofe  friendly  and  neceffary  recruits  or  powers,  which  could  not  be 
affimiuued  by  her  own  proper  force,  for  fubduina;  difeafes  or  maintain¬ 
ing  health.  Thofe  who  think  that  this  cannot  be  effectually  done  but 
by  it'iong  evacuations,  entertain  a  moft  dangerous  opinion;  for  great 
and  repeated  evacuations  weaken  nature  as  well  as  the  difeafe ;  and 
thoufands  who  have  recovered  of  diftempers  by  great  evacuations,  aqd 
poiipnops  medicines,  fuch  as  mercury,  &c.  have  never,  during  their 
whole  life,  been  able  to  recover  of  the  remedies.

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animal  fpirits,  which  are  the  conftant  and  infeparable  etre£Is  of 
volatile  falts,  fpirits,  foreign  waters,  and  drams ;  and  indeed  of  all 
fermented,  vinous,  fpiritous,  and  even  malt-liquors. 

N.  B.  Thefe  great,-  -thefe  truly  celeftial  medicines,  will  keep 
good  any  length  of  time,  and  in  any  climate,  provided  they  are  kept 
Very  tightly  flopped  and.  as  cool  as  pofiible.

In  a  few  days  will  be  publifhed  and  added  to  this  pamphlet* 
about  fifty  extraordinary  cures,  lately  effected  by  my  three  great 
medicines.

found  her  laying  with  fcarce  any  pulfe---cold,fleepy-like,  complaining 
that  fhe  could  not  fwallow,  and  of  a  dead  coldnefs  in  her  limbs,  on  her 
left  fide  particularly, — and  a  want  of  fmell  and  all  fenfe  of  feeling  in 
one  fide  of  her  nofe.

an  ufeful  member  of  fociety - 1  may  fay,  from  the  very  bottom  o£

How  dangerous  ! — -how  ridiculous  muft  it  be  in  molt 
cafes  to  venture  fo  curious,  fo  complex,  and  lo  delicate  a  machine 
as  the  human  body, and  that  too,  even  when  difeafed,  into  fuch  hands 
to  be  fhook,  torn,  and  convulfed  with  the  ignorant  and  improper 
application  of  this  awful  element!
